This  is  my  last  Annual  Report  for  as  you  know,  I 
retired  on  the  31st  December,  1962, 

The  annual  statistics  show  a slight  change  from 
the  previous  year,  the  birth  rate  having  increased  from  13 ©62 
per  1,000  population  in  1961,  to  15o23  in  1962. 

The  death  rate  shows  a decrease  from  10,81  to 
9.65  per  1,000  living. 

The  estimated  population  shows  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year’s  figure,  the  present  population  figure  being  9,320 
as  against  9,230  for  I96I0 

Once  again  there  was  a low  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  notifications,  although  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
measles  cases  from  34  in  1961,  to  232  in  1962,  There  were  2 o 
scarlet  fever  cases  as  compared  with  6 for  I96I,

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Council  acquired  or 
commenced  proceedings  to  acquire  areas  of  sub- standard  property  at 
Holmgate  Road  (Peters  Square),  Cross  Street  and  King  Street,  and 
Clarke t Street  (Stoppards  Row),  with  a view  to  the  oventual  demolition 
of  the  properties,  and  subsoquontly  to  ro-develop  the  areas  concerned. 
Considerable  progress  was  made,  and  with  the  willing  co-operation  of 
most  of  the  owners  concerned,  it  was  possible  to  rehouse  the 
families  living  in  these  areas  earlier  than  would  have  been  the  case 
if  formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  had  been  taken.  As  a 
result,  24  families  were  rehoused  from  sub- standard  property  during 
1962.

In  addition,  the  Council  also  formally  declared  nos, 

20  to  30  (6  houses)  The  Square,  Danesmoor,  to  be  a Clearance  Area 
and  the  Clearance  Order  was  submitted  in  July,  1962, 

The  violent  storm  of  the  l6th  February  caused 
considerable  damage  to  the  property,  and  as  a result,  it  was 
necessary  to  rehouse  7 families  from  houses  rendered  unsafe,  all  the 
7 houses  affected  were  demolished  during  the  following  months. 

Having  regard  to  the  terrible  havoc  wrought  by  the  storm  on  rented 
dwellinghouses,  it  was  pleasing  to  note  that  in  only  one  instance, 
involving  3 houses,  v/as  it  necessary  to  serve  formal  notices  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  to  secure  that  repairs  were  carried  out. 
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Formal  action  followed  by  action  to  obtain  Nuisance 
Oi*ders  at  the  local  l^gistrate^s  Court  was  necessary  in  respect 
2 dwellinghouses  where  the  owner  failed  to  carry  out  essential 
repairs  to  the  property.

Unfortunately,  it  was  again  not  possible  to  devote  as  much  time  and 
energy  to  this  subject  as  is  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  a 
systematic  inspection  and  advisory  service.  Even  so,  improvements 
were,  in  some  premises,  secured  without  recourse  to  formal  action.
